Mr. Elliott stated that although Supervising Examiner 
Jiang is presently listed as the Examiner, a different Examiner 
will be assigned to the above- identified application.

B.2. Ms. Jiang stated that the Examiner will carry out an 
updated search of the prior art. 

During our telephone interview with Ms. Jiang, the 
undersigned directed Ms. Jiang's attention to Wengel et al . USP 
7, 034, 133, 

which issued from U.S. Serial No. 10/208,650.
